He and His Followers Rejoice 
on Reaching the Al- 
bert Nyanza. 


Lonpon, April 2.—Henry M. Stanley's let- 
ter toafriend deseribes the journey between 
Yambunga and Albert Nyanza. It goes much 
into detail and is very interesting. Stanley, 
after stating the orders given by him to Major 
Bartlelot, goes on to describe the advance of 
the column. The expedition, which consisted 
of 239 ofjicers and men, started from Yam- 
bunga on June 24th, 1887. On the first day the 
expedition marched twelve miles along the 
river bank to Yankarde.; On the approach of 
he column the natives set fire to their villages 
and under cover of the smoke attacked the pi- 
oneers. <A. skjirinish followed, lasting fifteen 
minutes. 

During the next six days the oxpedition 
marched inland in an easterly direction, 
throagh a densely populated district. Thena- 
tives used every art known to them to molest 
and impede the advance of the party, but, al- 
though 

BEVERAL CONFLICTS TOOK PLACE, 
Stanley did not lose a man. Finally, ner- 
ceiving thatthe path he had been following 
was taking him out of his proper course, Stan- 
ley struck out toward the northeast and again 
reached the river on July Oth. 

From that date until October 18th he fol- 
lowed the left bank of the Aurawhimi. After 
seventeen davs of continuous marching the ex- 
pedition halted for one day’s rest. 

On August Ist the first death occurred, the 
cause being dysentery. So far, for thirty-four 
days, the course had been singularly success 
ful. The party now entered a wild country 
in their nine days’ march through which their 
sufferings muitiplied and several deaths oc- 
eurred. On August 15th, on arriving at Alir- 
sibba, the natives presented a bold front and 
the party Jost five men 
FROM POISONED ARROWS 
Lieutenant Stains was wounded below the 
heart and suffered greatly, but he recovered. 
On August 2ist, the expedition meta party of 
Mangemas, and their misfortunes began on 
this date. 


Stanley writes that he had taken the Congo 


route touvoid the Arabs, who wouid tempt 
his men. Within three days of this unfortu- 
nate meeting twenty-six men deserted. What 
Stanley describes as an awful month began on 
September ist. Leaving the station of the 
Arab Chief Ugarrava, when the expedition 
numbered 263° men, having iost sixty-six by 
desertion and death, and having left fifty-six 
sick with Ugarrava, The march led tothe 
Arab settlements, Kalinga Longa. The men 
lived on wild fruits, fungi and nuts. sefore 
reaching Kalinga Longa, Stanley lost fifty-tive 
men through starvation and desertion, A 
Blave owner at Kalinga Longa named Abed- 
salim, cid his utmost to ruin the expedition, 
short of open hostilitiss, He insisted upon 
purchasing rifles, ammunition and clothing, 
60 that the expedition 

LEFT THE STATION BEGGARED. 

The men were absolutely naked and were 
s0 weak that they were unable to carry the 
boat. Stanley Was, therefore, obliged to leave 
the boat, tozether with 700 loads of goods at 
Kalinga Longa, under the care of Surgeon 
Parke and Captain Nelson, the latter of whom 
wasunable to march. After atwelve days’ 
journey.the party on November 12th reached 
Ibwiri., The Arab devastation, which had 
reached within a few miles of Ibwiri, was\so 
thorough that not a pative hut was left stand- 
ing between Ugarrava and Icwiri and what 

i «= Arabs did not destroy the ele- 

uts destroyed, turning the whole region 
intoW jiorrible wilderness. 

cb OUT OF THE WILDERNESS. 

Stanley continued: “Our sufferings termi- 
hated at Ibwiri and we were beyond the reach 
of the destroyers. We were on virgin soil in 
a populous region abounding with food and 
mere skcletons, From 289 
persons we now numbered 174. Several of 
the party, seeming to have no hope of life, 
left. A halt was, therefore, ordered for the 
purpose of recuperating, and hitherto our 
people were skeptical of what we told them. 
The suffering had been so awful, the calami- 
ies SO pumerous and the forests so endless, 
that they refused to believe that by and by we 
wou!d see [the plains and cattle the Nyanza 
and Emin Pacha. They had turned a deaf 
ear to our prayers and eutreaties. For 

DRIVEN BY HUNGER AND SUFFERING, 
they sold their rifles and equipments for a few 
ears of Indian corn, deserted withno ammu- 


we ourselves were 


nition and became altogether demoralized. 
Perceiving that mild punishment would be of 
po avail, I resorted to the death penalty, and 
two of the worst cases were hanged in the 
presence of us all. We halted for thirteen 
days at lbwiri, revelling on fowls, goats, 
bananas, corn, yams, X\c. The supplies were 
inexhaustible and our people glutted them. 
selves with such effect that we had 173 sleek 
and robust men. me had been killed with 


an arrow; and whfn we started fot Albert 


Nyanza on November 25th, we were still 126 
miles from Lake WUiven Float. Distance 
seemed nothing. On December 2d, we 
gighted an open country from the top of a 
ridge connected with Mount Pisgah, which 
was so pamed from our first view of the

THE FIRST MEAT WE HAD TASTED 
since we left the ocean, the night passed 
peacefully, both sides preparing for the mor- 
row. 

Here Stanley narrates how negotiations 
with the na ives failed, Mazamborn declining 
the peace offering, and how a detachment of 
forty-six persons, led by -Licuteuant Stairs 
and another of thirty, under command of Mr. 
Jeppson, with sharpshooters, left the zareba, 
and assaulted and carried the villages, driving 
the nativesinto a general rout, ' 

Nhe march vias restmed on the 2th. There 
were constant little fights all along the route. 
“On the afternoon of the 13th,”* savs Stanley, 
“we sighted the Nyanza, with Kavalli, the 
objective point of the expedition, six miles off. 
I had told the men to prepare to see the 
Nyanza. They murmured and doubted, say- 
ing,‘Why does master contimully talk this 
way? The Nyanza, indeed!’ When they 
saw the Nyanza below them many 

CAME TO KISS MY FIANDS. 

We were now at an altitude of 5,200 feet above 
the sea level, with the Albert Nyanza 2,900 
feet below in one degree twenty minutes. 
The south end of the Nyanza lay largely 
mapped for about six miles south of this posi- 
tion and right across to the eastern shore, 
ibvery dent in its low flat shore was visible, 
and traced 

LIKE A SILVER SNAKE ON DARK GROUND, 
was the tributary Lanilka flowing into the 


Albert Nyanza from the southwest. Aftera 


short halt to enjoy the prospect, we com- 
menced the ragged and stony descent. Be- 
fore the rear guard had descended one 
hundred feet natives from the plateau poured

plaids. 
wall Aneroids, rearing 2.500 feet above the 
sea lovel. A night attack was made, but the 
sentrics sufliced to drive our assailants off. 
We afterwards approached the village ol 
Kakongo, situated on the southwest 
corner of Albert Jake. Three hours 
were spent by us in ~ attempting to 
make friends, but we signally failed. ‘They 
would not allow us to go tothe lake, because 
wemight frighten their cattle. They would 
not exchange the hand of brotherhood because 
they never 

HEARD OF ANY GOOD PEOPLE 
coming from the west side of the lake. They 
would not accept any present from us, because 
they did not know who we were, but they would 
give us water to drink, and would show us the 
road up to Nyam Sassic. From these sing 
people we learned that they had heard that 
there was a white. man at Unyoro, but they 
had never heard of any white men being On 
the west side, nor had they ever seen stcaimers 
on the lake. There was no excuse 
for quarrelling. ‘The people were civil 
enough, but they did not want us near them. 
We, therefore, were shown a path and fol- 
lowed it formiles. We camped ubout half a 
mile from the lake and then began to consider 
our position with the light thrown upon it by 
the conversation with Kakongo natives. 

My courier from Zanzibar had evidently not 
airived, or Emin Pasha with his two steameds 
would haye paid the southwest side of the 
lake a visit to 

PREPARE THF NATIVES FOR OUR COMING. 

My boat was at Kilonga Longa, one hun- 
dred and ninety miles distant, and there was 
no canoe obtainabie. To seize a canoe with 
the excuse of a quarrel, my conscience would 
not permit. There was no tree any whore of 
size sullicient to make canoes. Wadelie was a 
terrible distance for an expedition so reduced. 
We had used five cases of cartridges in five days 
fichting on the plain. A month of such fighting 
must exhaust our stock. There was no plan 
suggested that was feasible, except to retreat 
to Lbwiri, build a fort, send a party back to 
Kiionga Longas for the boat, store up every 
load in the fort, not conveyable, and leave a 
garrison in the fort to hold it; then march 
back to Albert lake and send a boat in search 
of Emin Pasha. This was the plan which, 
after a lengthy discussion with the officers 
Iresclvedupon. On the fiftecnth we began 
the nizht march, and by ten a. m. on the six- 


rT teenth, we had aigned the crest of the plateau 


once more, Kakonho’s natives having persist-- 
ed in following us to the’slope of the plateau. 
We had one man killed, and one wounded. On 
Janvary7 we were in Ibiwir once again. 
After afew. days rest. Lieutenant Stairs, with 
one hundred men, was sent to Kilonga Longa 
to bring the boat and goods. I alsa sent tor 
Surgeon Parke and Captain Nelson. Out of 
thirty-cight sick men in their charge only 
eleven men were brought to the fort. The 
rest liad 
DIED OR DESERTED. 

Onthe returnof Stairs with the boat and 
goods, he was sent to Ugarrow. He was to 
bring up the convalescents.. Soon after his 
departure | was attacked by gastritis and an 
abcess on thearm. Aiter amonth’s careful 
nursing by Par®e, I recovered, and set out 
again for Albert Nyanza, on April 2d, accom- 
panied by Jeppson and Parke, Nelso was ap- 
pointed commandant of Fort Bodo in our 
absence, With a garrison of forty-three men 
and boys. On April Zoth we arrived in the 
Mozambina country again. This time, after 
solicitation, Mozambina decided to 

MAKE A BLOOD BROTHERHOOD 

with me. His axample was followed by all 
the other chiefs as far as Nyanza. Every ditti- 
culty scemed now to be removed. Food was 
supplied gratis, cattle, goats, sheep and fowls 
were also piven In abu datit 6, 8O that our peo- 
ple lived royally. When one day’s march 
from Nyanza, the natives came from Kavali 
and said that a wiite man, named Malejja 
had given their chief a black packet to give 
me, his son. Would | follow them, they 
asked. 

“Yes, tomorrow,’’ I answered, ‘‘and if your 
words are true, I will make you rich,’’ 

They remained with us that night. telling 
us wonderful stories about big ships, as large as 
islands, filled with men, etec., Which left 1io 
doubt in our minds that 

THE WHITE MAN WAS EMIN PASHA, 

The next day March brought us to Chief 
Kavali. After a while he handed mea note 
from Emin Pasha, covered with a strip of 
black American oil cloth. The note was to 
the effect that as there hand been a native 
rumor that a white man had been seen at the

We 
were together until May 2, when 
I left him,

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thre Zan zibarians 
in his care. In return he caused to accompany 
me three of his irregular: aid one hundred and 
two Mahzsii natives as porters. Fourteen days 
later] was at Fort Bedo. At the fort were 
Captain Nelson and Lientenant Stairs. The 
latter had returned from Ugarrowas twenty 
days after I had set out for the lake, bringing 
with: him, alas 
ONLY SIXTEEN MEN OUT OF FIFTY-SIX. 

All the rest were dead. My twenty couriers 
whom I had sent with letters to Major Barte- 
lothad safely left Ugarrowas for Yamburga 
on March 16th, Fort Podo was in a fiourish- 
ing state. Nearly ten acres were under culti- 
vation. -One crop of Indian corn had been 
harvested and was in the granary. On the 
lsth L left for Bodo with 111 Zanzibarians 
and 10lof Emin’s people. Lieutenant Stairs 
was appointed commandant of the fort. Cap- 
tain Nelson was second in command, 


.and Surgeon Parke was medical officer. 


The garrison consisted of fifty-nine rifles. 
I thus deprived myself of all my officers ip or- 
der not to be encumbered with baggage, pro- 
visions and medicines, which would have to 
be taken if accompanicd by Europeans. On 
dune 2+, we reached Kalinque Longa, and on 
July 19, Ugarrewas. Later, the station was 
deserted, Ugarrewas, having gathered as 
much food as he could ol-tain from the dis- 
trict, had proceeded down the river about 
three months before. On leaving fort Bodo, I 
had loaded every carrier with sixty pounds of 
eorn, so that we were able to pass through the 
wilderness unscathed. Passing on down the 
river as fast as we could, daily expecting to 
mect couriers, who had been stimulated to 
exert themselves for a reward of ten 
pounds per head, or the major himself. 
LEADING AN ARMY OF €ARRIERS, 

We indulged ourselves in pleasing antici- 
pated as we neared the goal. On August 10th, 
we overtook Mgarrowas with an immense 
flotilla of fifty-seven canoes, and to our wonder 
our carriers, now reduced to seventeen, who 
related an awful story of 
THEIR BREADTH ESCAPES AND TRAGIC SCENES. 

Three had been slain, two were still feeble 
from wounds, all except five bore on their 
bodies the scars of arrow wounds. <A week 
later, August 17th. we met the rear column of 
the expe.lition at Bunalza. There was a white 
man atthe gate of the stockade who, at first, 
I thought was Jamieson. <A _ nearer view 
ievealed the features of Bonney, who left the 
medical service of the army to accompany us. 

‘‘Well, my dear Bonney, where is the 
major?’’ I asked. 

“HE ([S DILAD, SIR.’’ 

‘Tle is dead, sir—shot by Manyema about a 
month ago,”’ replied Bonney. 

“(Good God,’’ I cried. ‘‘And Jamieson?’”’ 

“Hie has gone to Stanley Falis to try to get 
more men from Tippo Tibb.’’ 

“And Troup ?”’ 

“Troup has gone home invalided.” 

“Well, where is Ward ?’”’ 

“Ward is at Bangala.”’ 

“Tleaven aliye! Then you are the only one 
here.’’ 

“Y¥os8, air." f 

After describing what a wreck he found the 
rear coluinn io be, Sianley complains of the 
officers at Yambuya too readily accepting the 
deserter’s report of his death and sending his 
personal kit, medicines, etc., down the Congo, 
leaving him naked of necessaries for his return 
to Emin. 

‘By accident,’’ he says, “‘two hats, a fair 
pairof boots and atiannel jacket were left, a 
truly African kit with which to return.” 

WHAT HAD BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 

The letter then proeceds tosummarize what 
had been accomplished. Stanley says: 

‘‘We were one hundred and sixty days in 
the forest, ona. continuous, unbroken, com- 
pact forest. Grass land was traversed by us 
in eight days. The limits of the forest alon 
the edge of the grass land are well marked. 

Yesaw it extending northeasterly, with its 
curves, bays and capes just like the seashore. 
Southwesterly it preserves the same character. 
North and south the forest area extends from 
Nyarzaiye to the southern’ borders © of 
Monbutter. East and west it embraces all 
from jtho Congo at the mouth of Aruwimi 
to abouteast longitude 39 degrees, latitude 
forty degrees. How far west beyond the Congo 
the forest reaches I donot know. The super- 


, 


ficial extent of the tract described, totally 


covered by forest, is 246,000 square miles. 
North of the Congo, between Upoto and 
Aurawimi, the forest embraces another 20,000 
square niles. Between Yambuya and Nynza 
we came across five distinct languages. The 
land slopes gently from the crest of the plateau 
about Nyanza down to tho Congo river from 
ar altitude of 5,500 to 140 feet above the sea. 
North and south of our track, through the 
grass land, the fall of the land was much 
broken by 
GROUPS OF CONES, 
or isolated mountain ridges. To the north- 
west isnoland Ingher than about 6,000 feet 
above the sea, but bearing 215 degrees mag- 
netic. Ata distance of fifty miles from our 
camp on the Nyanza, we saw a towering 
mountain, its summit covered with snow, 
probably 17,000 feet or 18,000 feet above tho 
sea. It is enlied Ruevenzori, and will prove a 
rival to Kilimanjaro. lam not sure that it 
may not prove to be Gordon Bennett 
inountain, in Gambaragara, but there are two 
reasons for doubting it to be the same. First, 
it is a little too far west for the position of the 
latter as given by me in 1576.. Secondly, we 
saw no snow on Gordon Bennett. I have met 
ouly three natives who have seen the lake to- 
vard the south. They agree that it. is large, 
but not so large as the Alvert Nyanza. 
AS TO EMIN PASHA. 

‘Before closing let me touch more largely 
upon the subject which brought me here, viz. : 
Emin Pasha. He has two battalions of regu- 
lars, the first consisting of about 750 rifles and 
the second of 640 men. Besides these bat- 
talions he has quite a respectable force of 
irregulars, sailors, artisans, clerks and servants. 
‘Altogether,’ Emin said, ‘if I consent to go 
away froin here, we shall have about 8,000 peo- 
ple with us.’ 

‘‘Were I in your place I would not hesitate 
a moment, or be for a second in doubt what to 
do.”’ 

“What you say is quite true, but we have 
such a large number of women and children - 
probably 10,000 people altogether. How can 
they all be brought out of here? We ,shall 
want a number of carriers.’’ j 

‘‘Carriers for what?” I asked. 

‘For the women and children. You surely 
would not leave them, as they cannot travel.”’ 

“The women must walk. It will do them 
more good than harm. As for the little chil- 
dren load them onto donkeys, Then you have 
about 200. Your people will not travel very 
far the first month, but little by little, they 
will get accustomed to it. Our Zanzibar 
women crossed Africa on my second expedi- 
tion. Why can’t black women do the same. 


We have no fear ofthem. They will do better 


than the men.”’ es 

‘*They would require vast provisions for the 
road.”’ 

“True, but you have thousands of cattle, I 
believe. Those will furnish beef, -and the 
countries through which we pass must fur- 
nish the grain food.” 

‘Well, we will debar further talk until to- 
morrow.’’ 

THE EXTRACTS REVEAL ENOUGH 
for you. to understand the position. I left 
Jeppsen thirteen Soudanese and sent a mes- 
sage to be read to the troops, as the pasha re- 
quested. Everything else is left until I return 
with the united expedition to Nyanza within 
two months. The pasha proposed to visit 
Fort Bodo, taking Jeppsen with him. At 
Fort Bodo I have left instructions to the offi-

SHOT IN THE HEAD 


AND CUT OVER THE FACE WITH A. 
BURGLAR’S TOOL. 


A TRAGEDY AT STONE MOUNTAIN 


An Unknown Man Found Dead Beside the 
Railroad Track —-A Well-Known 
Young Man Under Arrest,

STONE Mountain, April 2.—[Special.]— 
Veal's hall has been converted into a morgue, 
in which there reposes the horribly mutilated 
remains of an unknown man who was cruelly 
and brutally assassinated in this place last 
night. 

In the county jail at Decatur a young man 
well known in Gwinnett county walks his 
cell floor tonight charged with the murder. 

Upon his coat, his breeches and his hat are 
the unmistakable stains of blood which are 
supposed to have come from the veins of the 
dead man ag’ they were cut asunder by the 
missiles of death. 

The prisoner is A. D, Reviere. 

But who is the dead man? 

That is a question which wa’ asked a thou- 
sand times yesterday by almost as many dif- 
ferent tongues. 

The tragedy is veiled in mystery and has 
many peculiar features. Necessarily there 
were many theories, too, but apart from the 
fact that a murder had been committed anda 
young man has been arrested charged with the 
crime, nothing definite has been ascertained. 

A STRANGER IN THE CITY. 

On Friday last a stranger entered the King 
hotel, and walking up to the register picked 
up &@ pen. Upon a line he wrote Charles 
Thompson, Atlanta, Ga. Mr. Meador was in 
the hote) at the time and observed that the 
stranger appeared to hesitate while writing 
the name. Later, on glancing over the regis- 
ter, Mr. Meador noticed that the first letter of 
the surname was more of an F than a T. 

Now it is supposed that the man did not in- 
tend to write Thompson when he began the 
first letter of the name. 

Soon after registering the stranger opened a 
conversation with the proprietor of the hotel. 
He was well dressed, and talked like a man 
well posted in daily events. He wore a diag- 
onal suit of black and a colored shirt. He ap- 
peared to be about five feet, ten inches tall and 
to weigh about one hundred and eighty pounds. 
Mr. Meador, in making his estimate of the 
man, booked him in his mind as a commercial 
traveler. The stranger made many inquiries 
about the business men of town, and finally 
asked : 

““Can'you tell me where I can have a fifty dol- 
lar note changed ?”’ 

“I suppose mostany of the merchants can 
do it for you,’’ answered the hotel man.

ATTENDED A REVIVAL MEETING. 

During his stay he did not attract any par- 
ticular attention, and if his death had not been 
accomplished, he would have, in all probabil- 
ity, been soon forgotten, 

On Sunday night two strangers were seen 
upon the street togetherin Conyers. One of 
them has since been identified as the dead man. 
While it is equally certain that the prisoner is 
the other. On Monday the two men moved 
around in Conyers entering stores and banks 
generally. They were seen by the officors and 
were carefully scrutinized by Marshal Austin 
and his deputy, C. B. Smith. The scrutiny 
was induced by an advertisement in the Con- 
yers paper of a balloon ascension on the first. 
The twomen were strangers in the city and 
every body believed that they were the 
aeronauts. 

No one seemed to remember that the adver- 
tisement might be an April fool joke. 

()n Monday afternoon when the passenger 
train from Augusta reached Conyers the two 
men were at the depot. One of them—the 
prisoner—was carrying a small satchel 
suspended from his shoulder by a strap. 
When the train left Conyers, the two men 
were on it and when it reached Clarkston they 
got off. This was about 5 o’clock. As the 
train rolled away from Clarkston the two men 
were standing upon the depot platform. They 
remained there a few minutes and then cross- 
ing tne streets entered Mr. Talton’s store. 

“Can you change a bill for me?”’ asked the 
man who is now dead. 

NOT POPULAR IN CLARKSTON. 

The merchant did not admire the appear- 
ance of the two men and stated that he could 
not accommodate them. ‘They left his store, 
and crossing another street, went into H. A. 
Jolly’s place. Mr. Jolly was busy andat a 
glance took the men to be drummers. 

“TIsthere any place we can get supper?” 
asked one of the men. 

Mr. Jolly informed them that he could ac- 
commodate themat his house. The men re- 
mained around the store while Mr. Jolly went 
to his home to have supper prepared for them. 
During Mr. Jolly’s absence the two men con- 
versed with his clerk. They both seemed 


lively, and were quite inquisitive, as well as. 


observing. While one engaged the clerk in 
conversation, the other appeared to be taking 
stock, as it were. Finally the man who is now 
a prisoner said to the clerk: 

‘T see that Echols came clear.’’ 

‘“‘Yes,’’ answered the clerk. 

“What is the general. opinion about it,” 
asked the man. 

The clerk gave the desired information, and 
for a second there wasasilence. Then the 
man said: 

HE READS THE CONSTITUTION. 

“That was a good joke the police commis- 
sioners got off on Connolly.” 

‘‘What was that ?’’ asked the clerk. 

“Oh, it was in THkr CoNSTITUTION this 
morning, Didn't you see it?’ 

‘I did not,’’ answered the clerk. 

The man then recounted the joke which the 
board of police commissioners played upon the 
chief immediately after his re-election last 
Saturday. In ashort time Mr. Jolly returned 
to the store and informed the men that their 


supper Was ready. 
‘hey were escorted to the house where they 


ate heartily. After supper they returned to 
the store and the man who is now dead prof- 
fered a ten dollar note in payment. 

“Have you nothing smaller,’’ asked Mr. 
Jolly. ° 

The other man handed outa five and paid 
the bill. 

The men lingered around the store a while 
and then walked towardsthe depot. This was 
a short time before the accommodation train 
was due. During his conversation with the 
men Mr. Jolly in some way had his suspicions 
aroused and began watching them. From his 
store door he could see them standing upon 
the depot platform engaged in an earnest con- 
vergation. The merchant approached the 
depot and as he came upon the 
men they ceased talking. They both glanced 
at Mr. Jollyas he came up,and then one 


| walked away from the depot, crossing the 


railroad track. 

But Mr. Jolly does not remember which one 
walked away. 

In a few minutes the accommodation train 
rolled in and 

THE MAN STANDING 
upon the platform got aboard. His companion, 
however, was not seen to enter the train. 

And there is mighty strong evidence that he 
was not upon it. 

Soon aftet the train left Clarkston Conduc- 
tor Boyd went into the coach where his passen- 
ger was sitting. The conductor had seen him 
get on and had seen no one else get 
aboard. As he entered the coach he noticed 
the man leaning against the window, appar- 
ently asleep. Conductor Boyd stopped beside 
him a second, and shen said: 

‘Ticket, please.” 

The man paid no attention to the remark, 
and Conductor Boyd at once suspected that he 
was pretending sleepin order to create the 
impression that his ticket had already been 
taken up. Conductor Boyd, however, has 
long ago grown familiar with this old game 
and touching the man upon the shoulder,again 
said: 

"Your ticket, please,” 7 

The man opened his eyes, and looking up at 
the conductor, put his fingers in his vest 
pocket. Pulling, out some money, he said: 

“*T haye no ticket. What is the fare ?”’ 

‘“Where are you going ?’”’ asked the conduc- 
tor. 

‘Stone Mountain,” answered the man. 

Conductor Boyd told him the fare and the 
man paid it. Then he dropped back into his 
seat. He was 

THE ONLY PASSENGER 

who got on at Clarkston, and this, together 
with his attempt to do the road fora ride, 
caused the conductor to size him up carefully. 
At Stone Mountain he left the train, but Con 
ductor Boyd does not remember which way he 
went. It is certain, however, that he re- 
mained shady, for no one in this place saw 
him until after he was killed, except a negro 
man. 

And this negro’s story adds another feature 
to the complication of the tragedy. 

He is known as Gus Gholstin, and he states 
that between twelve and one o’clock last nignt, 
while out with some dogs which were to be 
used in a hunt today, he heard some one hallo- 
ing on the street, but could not find whoit was. 
Later, on going to his home, he saw two men 
standing together talking. 

Between twelve and one o’clock several 
parties heard a pistol shot, but so far as has 
been ascertained, Gholstot™was the only one 
who was upon the street, and yet Gholstin did 
not hear a shot. 

That pistol shot was probably the one which 
caused the death. 

THE MURDER DISCOVERED. 

So much for the facts which lead up to the 
murder. 

And now for the murder itself. 

A freight train is due in this place about 
three o’clock in the morning, and this morn- 
ing it was ontime. The train was moving on 
the main line towards the switch, and when 
near the key the headlight of the engine re- 
vealed a man lying flat on the ground between 
the two tracks. His head was near the rail 
of the sidetrack, while his feet were 
close to the main line. The engineer, 
who made the discovery, gave the alarm and 
the trainmen with their lanterns responded. 
It required only a second to ascertain that the 
nan was dead and that bis face was covered 
with blood. The dead man was a stranger to 
them, and the engineer ran his engine back a 
mile anda halftothe home of P. Rass, the 
section master, towhom he stated what had 
been discovered. Mr Rass at once dressed, 
and, mounting the engine, came totown. In 
the meantime the railroad men had given the 
alarm, and several citizens cameout. At first 
it was thought that the man had been a pas- 
senger on one of the _ trains and 
had fallen off and been killed. In 2a 
short timo, however, Dr. Goldsmith was 
upan the ground and astonished everybody by 
Stating that 

THE MAN HAD BEEN SHOT. 

This declaration aroused an interest and 
Messrs. Veal, Jones, Nash and Marsh, who 
were among those present, at once recalled the 
fact that they had heard a pistol shot between 
twelve and one o’clock, 

“IT know it was about that time,’’ said Mr. 
Veal, ‘‘because I was awake and had just 
looked at my clock.’’ 

Dr. Goldsmith then made an examination of 
the man’s face, which was covered with blood. 
To those standing around he showed a bullet 
hole just under the left eye. Then the body 
was removed to a shed near by and a messen- 
ger was sent for Justice McCurdy. Before 
the body was removed, however, the. gentle- 
men present observed its position. The man 
was lying upon his back, resting slightly en his 
right side. His head was between the ends of 
two cross ties just outside of the rail. One foot 
almost touched the main line, while the other 
leg was slightly drawn up. His left arm was 
alongside his body. Hisright arm was thrown 
out and resting upon the end of a cross tie. 
Under his body, but protruding, was a heavy 
steel bar. This bar was removed and carefully 
examined. 

After the body was removed to the shed Dr. 
Goldsmith made a careful examination of the 
wounds. He inserted a probe into the bullet 
hole and found that the ball had gone towards 
rhe back of the head. Heé'then discovered that 
the other wounds were deep ugly gashes. 
made with some sharp instrument. The dead 
man was a Stranger to all aroued him, and his 
pockets were searched with a view to ascer- 
taining who hewas. In his pockets were 
found $3.87 in money, a gold watch, a pistol, 


with all the chambers full, some dynamite 
Lcaps, @ sun-dial, a pocket knife, and some 
papers, but there was nothing bearing any 


name. 
THE STEFL BAR. 

The bar of’ steel which was found under the 
man was carried to the shed with him. It 
was about fifteen inches long and looked very 
much like a piece of steel drill. One end was 
shaped like a drill. The other end was turned 
at right angles and had a sharp, smooth edge. 
No one who has seen it has been able to tell 
what it is, but a general impression prevails 
that it is a burglar’s tool. 

When daylight came and fhe news of the 
discovery spread, mafy persons visited the 
shed, but for a long time ne one came who 
could identify the ‘dead man. Finally Mr. 
Meador discovered that he was the man who 
had been his guest last week. Then every- 
body began asking: 

‘*Who could have committed the murder?” 

Inashort time the accommodation train 
came along and Conductor Boyd after seeing 
the dead man stated that he had beena 
passenger on the train from Clarkston yester- 
day evening. Then in some way it became 
quickly known that the man had a companion 
while in Olarkstion. Bud Veal boarded the 
train for Decatur in order to inform Solicitor 
Chandler. 

HOW THE MURDER WAS TRACED. 

On the train Mr. Veal met§Mr. Henry 
McCord who does business in this city butre- 
sidesin Conyers. To Mr. MeCord he revealed 
the story of the murder. When the train 
reached Clarkston Mr. Jolly was at the depot, 
and with him Mr. Veal had a conversation to 
which Mr. McCord was a listener. In the 
conversation Mr. Jolly stated that two men 
hed been to his store yesterday afternoon, and 
described the.men. As he described the first 
one Mr. Veal remarked: 

“That is the one lying under the shed up 
there, but his face is cut al! to pieces.’’ 

Mr. Jolly then described the other man, and 
as he completed it, Mr. McCord exclaimed: 

‘‘I saw that man as we passed Collinsville. 
He was walking through the woods, and going 
towards Conyers.’’ 

‘‘Are you certain he was the man?” asked 
Mr. Veal.

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THE SENATE ADJOURNS 


LEAVING HALSTEAD AND SCHUYLER 
THE VICTIMS. 


A SCHEME IN HALSTEAD’S INTEREST 


Suppressed Republican Discontent With 
President Harrison— Removals From 
Office Not Made Fast Enough. 


Wasnincton, April 2.—|Special.}—With 
the adjournment of the senate today all the 
nominations sent to it are confirmed, with the 
exception of Eugene Schuyler as assistant sede 
retary of state, and Murat Halstead as minise 
ter to Berlin. There are no nominations hang- 
ing fire, and everything was closed up. The 
special session has been remarkable in one 
thing, and quite different from that of nearly all 
other similar special sessions to confirm the 
appointments of newly inaugurated presidents. 
It is not a current thing in history for the sen 
ate to reject any appointments so early made in 
a& new administration. Grant, Hayes, Garfield 
and Cleveland met with no opposition to theiz 
nominations at the special sessions called fo# 
the purpose of considering nominations. The 
fact that this senate has turned down two of 
Mr. Harrison's appointments is unprecedented 
within the last twenty-five years. 

HALSTEAD TO BE REAPPOINTED. 

There is a rumor here today that among the 
many recess appointments which Presiden® 
Harrison will make before the reassembling of 
congress will be that of Murat Halstead to be 
minister to Germany. 

It was stated that Mr. Halstead was anxioug 
that the president should thus act, directly ig 
the face of the senate, as he expects that with 
the senators from the four new states, whicl 
will come into the union before the first of 
next December, he can be confirmed. 

Senator Sherman thought that such a course 
on the part of the president would be highly 
probable. Other senators who were friendly 
to Mr. Halstead’s confirmation took a similas 
view of the matter. 

The breach between the president and the 
senate is a pretty wide one, and Mr. Harrisom 
is given credit for a good deal of stubbornness, 
Itis likely that he will further antagonize 
that body. 

AN ANGRY CONGRESSMAN. 

Congressman Anderson, of Kansas, who wag 
not only a classmate, but as well a room. mate, 
of President Harrison at Miami college, at 
Oxford, Ohio, and who has for a great many 
years enjoyed friendly relations with General 
Harrison, has now become one of the very 
vigorous kickers against the new administra 
tion. Anderson is a very picturesque indfe 
vidual, and never happy unless tighting some@. 
thing, but generatly confines his attacks upom 
corporations. He is an anti-corporation repree 
sentative in congress, and through ‘him the 
Pacific railroad funding bill has been defeated 
in the last two congresses. Anderson is im: 
clined to predict that the administration ig 
going to be a failure. Heo says there 
is too much Blainism and =it_ will 
not be long before Mr. Blaine will 
have the administration by the throat. Ame 
derson also is making a great protest againf 
the dilatory methods employed by the presi- 
dent in making republican appointments. Ans: 
derson is, in fact, so independent in politics 
that he wants to see every democrat fired 
There's no disguising the fact that there is ag 
much suppressed opposition to President Hars 
rison, in his own party to-day, as there was 
at any time by the democratic party agains® 
Mr. Cleveland. It will be remembered that 
the republican papers were full of matter re- 
garding the differences between Mr. Clevee 
land and his party, growing out of the fact 
that he was not 

RAPID ENOUGH IN MAKING CHANGES 

in office. Whatever may be said upon this 
subject about Mr. Cleveland apd the demo 
cratic party, comparison cannot be made bee 
tween the condition of affairs at that time and 
the present situation. More than half a dozeam 
senators have already expressed themselves in 
very pronounced terms regarding Mr. Harrte 
son, and it is safe to say that if the senate had 
remained in session two wecks longer, there 
would have been open revolt between that 
body and the executive. It may be, however, 
that during the next few months in the inte. 
rim there may bea clearing up of the differs 
ences, and when congress meets in December, 
if notin special session, there may be more 
harmony than exists at the present time, but 
this is extremeiy doubtful.

The Resolution in Kegard to the Death of 
John Bright Creates Discusslog—In- 
Galls Is President Pro Tem, 


SENATE 


Wasnixctoy, April 2.—After the presenta- 
tion of two memorials, one in favor of special 
privileges in regard to public office for honor- 
ably discharged union soldiers, and the other 
against trafiic in intoxicating liquors, the vice- 
president laid before the senate Mr. Stewart's 
resolution, expressing the profounf sorrow of 
the senate at the death of John Bright. 

Mr. Sherman suggested that the resolution 
had better be referred to the committee on 
foreign relations, as its adoption might estab 
lish a precedent that would return to plague 
the senate. 

Mr. Hawley remarked that no such occasion 
was likely to arise again. If the United 
States had ever had a friend in the time of 
need, that friend was John Bright. 

Mr. Hoar thought that in this particular 
case, the senate was safe, as it was not at all 
likely that a state of things would again arise 
that would establish between the United 
States and the citizen ofa foréign country, 
the peculiar relations of respect on one side 
and of tender gratefal affection on the other, 
that existedin this country toward the great 
English statesman who had just gone to his 
tomb. With the possible exce ption of La- 
Fayette, there was no other citizen of a 
foreign country for whose memory the Ameri- 
can people 
ENTERTAINED SO STRONG AN ATTACHMENT. 

This country had been engaged in. a strug- 
gle for its life. The republic, constitution, 
constitutional liberty, freedom, not of one 
race, but of the common people of every race, 
had been in issue, and at stakein the great 
struggle of twenty-five years ago. If there 
were any people from whom the United 
States might have hoped for sympathy in that 
dreadful contest, it was the English people, 
from whom the American people had Steed 
their language, their institutions, their laws, 
and their principles of constitutional liberty ; 
and yet with scarcely an exception, the great 
statesmen of England, men who were leaders in 
her social life, manifested unmistakably their 
sympathy with the rebeliion and their exulta- 
tion at the prospect that the great republic was 
approaching its end. It was worse, and the 
influence of John Bright, which aroused the 
sentiment of the common people, of the labor- 
ing men of Great Britain, to the mistake 
which her leaders were making, and produced 
a state of public feeling which made English 
intervention in behalf ot the rehellion impos- 
sible. There were few finer utterances in all 
literature, few nobler and more stimulant 
utterances in the eloquence of ge ee ge ul 
li berty, than those magnificent sentences o 
John Bright in which he pictured the future 
of the United States and its relations to the 
future hopes of humanity. The senator from 
Chio, Mr. Hoar thought, might not fear that 
the precedent to be established by the resolu- 
tion would return to trouble either of them 
during the period of their public service.. He 
hoped that the motion to refer jw ould be with- 
drawn and that the resolution would be 
adopted. 

Mr. Teller also advocated the adoption of 
the resolution. Any man, he _ said, in 
the present gencration or the preceding 
gencration was entitled to such distinction.

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The Farmers and Their Enemies. 

A clean and terrible issue is made be- 
tween the farmers of the south and the 
bosses of the jute-bagging trust! 

Last year the issue was sprung late in the 
season, and the farmers had no time to or- 
ganize. Now it is announced boldly and 
openly, nearly a year in advance, that the 
men who robbed the farmers by a surprise 
last ‘season propose to do it deliberately 
next season. 

This is one ofthe most important emergen- 
vies the farmers of the south, and indeed the

If this jute-bagging combine 
ig successfully put through this year, then, 
indeed, are our people at the mercy of 
whatever gang may choose torob them. If 
an article of prime necessity and general 
use can be controlled by a half dozen men 
and its price raised to the limit of their 
rapacity, then there is no reason why every 
article of necessity may not be similarly 
controlled until the people exist only by 
tolerance of (itir masters! Let it be un- 
derstood that the jute-bagging kings do 
not even suggest that the people will derive 
any benefit from their course. It is simply 
and frankly a measure of self-aggrandize- 
ment. ‘We propose to make the farmers 
pay us $3,000,000 this year for bagging, in 
excess of what they paid last year, and we 
could levy twice as much if we wanted it.” 
That is what they say! 

Well, we do not believe they can do it 
next season! ‘They did it last year, but 
the people were not ..cned. Now they 
are warned, organized, and are ready for 
the conflict. And they will win] We have 
faith in the free institutions of this country. 
We do not believe any class of the people 
gan be put and held in vassalage to a polit- 
ical or moneyed oligarchy. 

Tur CONSTITUTION enters this fight with 
the farmers, and it willstand with them to 
the end. We feel sure every paper in 
the scuth will make common cause in this, 
and we shall see if the press and the peo- 
ple, embattled and united, cannot prevail 
against this dangerougand outrageous oppres- 
sion.

A Town Governed by Petticoats, 

One year ago the town of Oskaloosa, in 
Kansas, nade itself the laughing stock of 
the state by electing a lady mayor anda 
council of ladies, 

The first thing that the new officials did 
Was to enforce the Sunday law. They 
allowed hotels, livery stables, barber shops 
and drug stores to keep open, but stopped 
the sale of cigars, tobacco, bread and ice 
cream, Next, the bad boys were looked 
after. <A proclamation was issued ordering 
all boys under the age of eighteen to keep 
off the streets after eight o’clock at night. 

It occurred to the ladies that while they 
had the power the tobacco evil ought to be 
dealt with, but the city attorney told them 
that squirting tobaceo juice over the side- 
walk came under the head of personal 
liberty and could not be interferred with, 
They then tried moral suasion, and ap- 
pointed a committee to visit- every tobacco 
chewerin town. This course was com- 
pletely successful, and there was no further 
trouble about the sidewalks, 

For many years very little attention had 
been paid to the streets, and the property 
Owners Were unwilling to be taxed for new 
pavements, The lady mayor and her coun- 
ceil decided that they would have good 
streets and sidewalks. They passed ordi- 
mances, made coutracts, superintended the 
work in person, and successfully fought the 
injunctions and other suits bronght against 
them by the property owners in the courts, 

Now that they bave survived a year of 
petticoat rule the citizens of Oskaloosa are 
not inclined to make fun ofit. They say 
that their town has prospered, and has 
made an enviable reputation for good 
morals, law and order. 

In this particular instanee the female 
gsuiirage experiment in Kansas has turned 
out very satisfactorily. But one swailow 
does not make a summer, and it will take 
more than’ one Oskaloosa to revolutionize 
the world. 
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EE I Se 
Negro Importations in the Southwest. 

Not long ago, soine of the planters of 
Louisiana and Mississippi went into the 
business of imperting negroes from Alabama 
and North Carolina, 

In this matter they profited by the ear. 
mestness and the enthusiasm of the various 
railroad passenger agents who will goto 
any personal inconvenience to secure travel 
over the lines which they represent; and it 
Was not very iong before the farmers of 
Louisiana and Mississippi had their places 
flooded with negroes of whom they knew 
* pothing, althongh they might have known 

that laborers so easily persuaded to leave 

their hemes were practically worthless, 
The farmers of these states might have 
known, too, that laborers so ready to violate 
the terms of one contract would net hesitate 
to violate the terms of another, The major- 
ity of the negroes who have recently gone 
to the southwest at the solicitation of the 
railroad passenger agents were already 
wader contract for the present year, but

they had no hesitation in violating their | 
contracts. 

That the planters who proposed to em- 
ploy these migratory negrocs should have 
had an idea that they wonld carry out the 
terms of one contract, after having broken 
another equally as binding, shows how 
curlously the human mind works. _Accord- 
ingto the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 


-some of the southwestern planters are sur- 


prised because their imported negroes are 
already leaving them, but these planters 
ought to have known what to expect when 
they made their importations. 

The whole episode, if this importation 
can be called such, is very funny. Both 
the planters and the railroad agents thought 
they were in great luck when they were en- 
abled to secure sucha large body of labor- 
ers, But when the negroes reached Vicks- 
burg, in Mississippi, they fell under other 
influences and left the plantations and the 
agents in the lurch. The negroes, ora 
influences similar 
from North 
Carolina and Alabama, went on to the 
Yazoo delta, and there, after atime, their 
employers will go through a similar expe- 
rience, 

In some of the Louisiana parishes there 
has already been trouble over the. desertion 
cf some of the imported negroes, and at 
Vicksburg-an attempt was made to capture 
some of the escaping contract hands; but, 
asin North Carolina, where such a fuss 
was madea short time ago, such a move- 
ment amounts to nothing. 

Those’who hire negroes who have broken 
their contracts, or who are willing to break 
them, can have noreasonable expectation 
that their experience will be different from 
that of the men who have previously con- 
tracted with the negroes. Such labor is 
utterly untrustworthy and undesirable, and 
all that the planters of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi have accomplished by tolling 
negroes from North Carolina and Alabama 
has been to add alarge number of thrift- 
less people to a population already pestilent 
with that sort of material. 


Southern Cookery. 

Since Mr. George Alfred Townsend, the 
novelist and newspaper correspondent, 
came south for the benefit of a case of gou 
large enough to envelop one of his fect, he 
has been much troubled about his stomach. 
His first set-back, as was stated several 
days ago, Was at Savannah, where, against 
the advice of a northern prescription that 
he wore in his vest pocket, he ate a piece of 
shad. This piece of shad, contrary to all 
custom, had been soaked in a candle- 
maker's vat, and this remarkable affair hap- 
pened in the face of the well-known fact 
that there are no candle-makers in Savan- 
nah, but only a few. humble purveyors of 
olive oil made out of cotton seed. For this 
same brand of cotton seed olive oil, Mr. 
Townsend pays a dollar and a half a pint in 
New York, and it is warranted pure; but in 
Savannah, in the neighborhood of its man- 
ufacture, it is only seventy-five cents the 
pint, with adequate trimmings. 

The trouble with Mr. Townseni is that 
his stomach {s almost as large as his swollen 
foot, and that it makes demands on him 
that cannot be filled except at caravansaries 
where there are six waiters to one greedy 
guest. We extend him our sympathies and 
our consideration. <A little sai-soda and 
water after. the hog’s-bait that he 
seems to call for, compose an aliment worth 
considering, and we present him the pre- 
scription free of charge, feeling sure that 
the injustice he has done to southern cook- 
ing will be fully atoned for when he brings 
his appetite into reasonable ‘accord with the 
facts, 2 

We may say here that we do not propose 
to defend southern hoteis in this matter, 
but when such a widely-guoted correspond- 
ent as ‘‘Gath’’ proposes to make the 
cuisine of public houses the standard of 
cookery in the south, we feel jike saying to 
him that he ought to put up fora week or 
so at a private house. At some of the 
humble ones, even, he would learn tlfe 
error of his ways. _ 

But, as there is no satisfying a dyspeptic, 
so there is no way of adequately filling the 
stomach of a gouty man, unless a dump is 
called into requisition. We advise ‘‘ Gath,”’ 
however, when he next comes south, to get 
at, if he can, some genuine southern cook- 
ery. He will immediately become one of 
our fellow citizens. 


The POEs ‘onstitution., 

Japan, always considered the foremost, in 
point of civilization, of Asiatic nations, has 
blazed the way for the final overthrow of the 
absolute autocracy which for ages has been 
the characteristic of Asiatic governments, 

Inthe adoption of anew constitution, 
based on the idea of popular government, 
the Japanese has put itself far in 
advance of any other Asiatic country, and 
its new system of government marks another 
era in the political history of Asia, 

The new constitution is mod 
after that of Great Britain than that 
United States, though some of its features 
are decidedly more monarchial and aristo- 
cratic than that of the former. - A spirit of 
democracy and liberality pervades the em- 
pire, and the new laws are gratifying 
evidences that the tendency of the people is 
toward popular self-government, the right 
to which is practically recognized in the 
new constitution, thongh the mikado is 
looked upon as the ggurce of all power and 
does not concede the sovereignty of the 
people, 

The mikado really is left no more power 
than the average monarch of Europe, and 
his duties and privileges are very similar to 
those of the queen of Great Britain. The 
constitution guarantees protection to all 
subjects in nearly every privilege that the 
people of the United States are guaranteed, 
including the right of property,

liberty of 
speech, and of the press, and freedom of re- 
ligious worship. 

The governing body is called the imperial 
diet, and consists of two branches, the house 
of lords and the house of representatives. 
The former is like the English house of 


peers, and its seats are filled by the nobility, 
with hereditary title, and by distjacuished 
persons chosen by the mikado. There are 
also a number of elective lords, which must 
be less than the number of those who ho 
their seats by right of title, who are chosen 
from the different districts, from and by the 
fifteen male inhabitants who pay the highest 
amount of direct tax. Thus it will be seer 
that the upper house is quite a lordly affair 
and is decidedly out of reach of the masses— 
just as in England. 

But it is not so with the house of repre- 
sentatives, whica has 300 members, and the 


requisite to a seat in which is just about the 
same as toaseat fn our congress, or the 
English commons. The budget must origi- 
nate in this house, which isin every way 
co-ordinate with the other. The mikado 
convokes the imperial ciet, and has the 
right to dissoive it—the same as the queen’s 
right to prorogne parliament. 

In commercial! intercourse Japan is closer 
to this country than any another Asiatic 
government, and the people of the United 
States will watch with particular interest 
the result of the change in its government, 
which can only be for the better, and which 
isa wonderful step forward, not only for 
Japan, but for Asia,

PLANTING THEIR CROPS, 


Fettlers on Lands From Which They Have 
Been Evicted. 

Fort Donaz, Iowa, April 2.— The old excite- 
ment among the river land scttlers has been 
revived by the resumption of evictions. At an 
early hour yesterday a large number of set- 
tlers, fully equipped with machinery and seed, 
started to plant crops in farms from which the 
settlers had been evicted last fall. This action 
is in keeping with the threat that they would 
repossess themselves of all lands from which 
they were then evicted. The farm of Charles 
Pigman, from which William Spainhower was 
evicted twice last fall, was first 
visited, during Pigman’s absence. When he 
returned @ few hours later he found his fields 
alive with men and teams, sowing crops for 
the evicted settlers. Pigman came to this city 
at once and filed information against:s many 
of the settlers as he knew, and warrants will 
be issned for their arrest. The settlers an- 
nounce that itis their intention to farm all 
lands from which evictions wero made, and 
say that the officials will be defied, if neces- 
sary. Such action will precipitate greater 
troubie than ever before known in river land 
circles, and there isimuch excitement in con- 
sequence.

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THE AUSTRALIAN PLAN 


Seems to Be in Favorin the Tennessee Legis- 
lature. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 2.—[Special.j— 
The Dortch election bill, which provides the 
Australian plan of secret balloting, and which 
is now in force in Massachusetts and one or 
two other states, was passed by the state sen- 
ate this morning by a yote of 17 to 14, being a 
bare constitutional majority.

The Exodus Likely to 4ssume Large Propoy- 
tions Next Vall. 

RaveieH, N. C., April 2.—[{Special.]--A 
large party cf negroes left here today for Ar- 
kansas. Attempts thus far in the more east- 
ern and southern counties to induce the 
nevroes to einigrate have provedan absolute 
failure. ‘The iabor agents and the negro 
preachers are hard at work toinduce them to 
co to Kansas, Arkansas or California. It is 
now believed that the exodus has almost 
ended until in the late summer, when it will 
become more extensive and far more system- 
atic, as it will then, it is claimed, be under the 
auspices and control, toa ereat extent, of the 
State immigration association. So far as known 
no negroes who have left this state have 
acquired land in Arkansas, Labor agents teli 
them that good lands can be had fora dollar 
auacre. The governor of Arkansas says that 
reeag Sten lands are worth from five to fif- 
teen dollars, and that the labor agents have 
misled the negroes when they told them that 
unskilled laborers are paid three dollars per 
day. The fact is they get from tifteen to 
twenty doilars per inonth. 

WOCLEOLK GETTING IN SHAPE 
For Uis Trial at Perry Next Month—Very 
Profane in Jail. 

Macon, Ga., April 2.—[Special.]—Thomas 
Woolfolk made a display of that temper some- 
time exhibited by him during his recent trial, 
and which was reported at the time in THE 
Constitution.

Yhat Licutenant Joges Says. 

R. H. Jones isthe first lieutenant of the 
company. He claimsthaft two-thirds of the 
members of te company are against Captain 
Jackson Mclenry because he collected money 
to take the compuny to Washington and not 
only failed to do so, but also failed to make a 
report to the company before he left for Wash- 
ington. Jones says he has never been able to 
get areport from Mcllenry in reference to the 
collections allegod to have been made, that the 
company have held no meeting since McHen- 
ry’s return, that several of the company 
have requested McHenry to resign 
and that the company have 
refused to be mustered by him any more, and 
that they are seriously thinking of asking the 
governor to order a new election for captain. 

These are the geueral charges which are 
being circulated against Captain McHenry, 
added to which is the specific charge that he 
collected about .$75 from varicus peo- 
le for the purpose of taking the company to 

Vashington, failed to report tothe company, 
and inade the trip himself, and has steadily 
refused to account for the money. 
A Talk With Captain McHenry. 

Captain Jackson MicHenry replies to these 
charges in characteristic style. 

“Tho whole trouble,’’ said he, “is just this: 
These lies are being told on me because Jones 
wants to be captain of the company. He 
wants me to resign, you see, so that he can get 
my place. I don’t intend to resign as long as 
there is anysvspicion about my conduct. RK. 
H. Jones and Tom Cox are the only members 
of the company who have advised me to step 
down and out, but I didn’t take their advice. 
They’ve got noright to dictate to me about it.” 

He said the company has had two regular 
mectings since he got puck from Washington, 
but Jones and Cox wouldn’t come to them. 

“How about vour trip to Washington ?” 

‘I offered to borrow $500 to take the com- 
pany, and was willing to sign a note for the 
purpose. Jonesand Cox refused to sign the 
note and the money was not borrowed: Of 
course I wasu't going tosign the note all by my- 
self and be responsible for the money to take 
these ten-cent niggers on the trip, I then 
said that if each member of the company 
would put up $10 I would iry to raise the bal- 
ance of the moneytotakethem on. I wentto 
the hall at 9 o’clock the Saturday before I left 
and waited ‘till 3 o’clock; but the members 
didn’t come up with the cash. Two or three 
put up the $10, but of course that was not 
enough, so the money was not raised and 
the company couldn’t go. Jones and Cox 
didn’t put up a nickle. I] then borrowed afew 
dollars and put it with my own money and 
went to Washington. The round trip ticket 
cost $17.50. That left me a little over $12. 
My board in Washington didn’t cost me a 
cent, but I gave the lady with whom I board- 
ed $2. Then I spent seventy-five cents for 
hack fare and five cents for street car, only 

2.80 in all.” 

Jackson goes mto details about the expen- 
deture of the forty-five dollars, which he raised 
for the trip, snd says he will give the figures 
to the company atits meeting. He says of the 
balance he turned over twenty-three dollars 
an] eighty-nine ents to Jones. who is making 
this fight on him. \He claims that Jones has 
not reported. Jie‘, flighting his enemics 
with theirown weapons,

BEFORE THE GOVERNOR. 


Hh Says That. He Was Ordered to Leaye Walker 
Coun!y B-canse He Wrote Governor Gordon & 
Letter About the Whipping of Henry Brown 
ang the Burning of His House by Outlaws—RKe- 
wards to Be Offered for the Criminals 

Governor Gordon hada colored caller yes 
terday\who isin deep trouble. 


ote to the Governor 
some time ago about the outrages committed 
in Walker by masked men and for that reason 
he was notified to leave the county. 

He says that he fled the connty being fear- 
ful that if he stayed there he would be kilied. 

Jolnson is a quiet looking, intelligent black 
man, He was educated at the Atlanta univer- 
sity. 

‘‘T did not want to be killed,’”’ said he, “‘so I 
left. I own a house and two lots in LaFayette, 
and my stock consists of seven head of cattle 
and twelve hogs. Besides this lam the owner 
of several acres of good land in Walker county. 
I left my wife at my home in LaFayette to 
take care of my property. I haveno children 
I wrote the letter @ Governor Gordon about 
the whipping of Henry Brown, a colored man, 
and was ordered toleave the county. This 
accounts for my being in Atlanta at this time.” 

‘Tell the Henry Brown story.”’ 

“It is this: Henry Brown is a colored man 
who lives on Mr. Joe Wardlaw’s plantation. 
in Mr. Wardlaw’s absence Brown superin- 
tended the place for him. There are several 
tenants on the place. For some time past Mr. 
Wardlaw has been missing corn shucks and 
fodder. Brown found out that a white man, 
named McWhorter, was using the provender 
and reported him to Mr. Wardlaw. McWhor- 
ter heard of this and, on the $th of March, 
a band ‘of disguised white men went to 
Henry Brown’s houso and tried to get him 
to come out. 3rown barred the door and 
remained in the house with his wife and child. 
Failing to get him out, the men poured kero- 
sene oil on his dwelling and set it on fire. Tho 
inmates ran out in order to save their lives. 
The masked men seized Brown and, after 
giving him a terrible whipping, rode off.’’ 

‘‘Have any arrests been made?” 

“No. The officers of the county are afraid 
to arrest the law breakers, and while the good 
citizens of the county do not approve of the 
outrage, they are powerless to do anything, As 
soon as it was found out that I wrote to Gover- 
nor Gordon about it, I was notified toleave the 
county.” 

“How many men were engaged in it 

“About twenty-fiveor thirty. I think that

THE MAN ARRESTED, 

By half past seven Marshal Austin had re- 
eeived the telegram and with his deputies was 
on the lookout for the persen deseribed. Dep- 
uty Smith was assigned to the railroad, and 
before reaching the oil mill this side of Con- 
yers, encountered aman answering the de- 
scription in every particular except one, 

He had no satchel: 

The deputy, however, felt thoroughly satis- 
fied that he was face to face with the man he 
wanted. Walking up to him, he said: ' 

‘Where are you going?” 

‘“Conyers,’’ answered the man. 

‘Weill, I-guess I’ll go along,’ said the dep- 
uty. 

The man’s face was covered with prespira- 
tion, his shoes were red with dust, and his 
breeches legs from the knees down were soiled, 
giving every indication of haying been on along 
or hasty tramp. At first he did not seem to 
understand the deputy, but ina few seconds 
Was made to realize that 

HE WAS A PRISONER. 

Side by side the prisoner and deputy walked 
into Conyers and-into the stationhouse where 
the man remained carefully watched. Marshal 
Austin at once telegraphed the arrest, and in 
a few minutes was instructed to bring the 
prisoner to this place on the first train. When 
the train reached Conyers the marshal was at 
the depot with his prisoner seeurely hand- 
enffed. Onthe way down he made several 
attempts to engage the prisoner in conversa- 
tion, but without suecess, Defore leaving 
Conyers, however, the prisoner retained Judge 
Gleaton us his attorney, and to every question 
which was asked, except ope, he made the 
same answer. ‘That answer was: 

“My attorney has advised me not to talk.” 

The only question he would answer was to 
give his name when asked for it. 

HE ARRIVES HERE, 

When the train reached this place there was 
a large crowd atthe depot. by this time it 
was generally known that the dead man had 
been in Clarkston the day before with a com- 
panion, and the description of that companion 
was eqnally well known. ‘The instant he 
stepped frot ieein With the officer le was 
recognized by all present. lid not require 
the handcuffs to assist in the Feeegniti 
lie had been accurately described.. 

Nash was on hand to receive the prison ; 
accompanied by the marshal, started at once 
to Veal’s hall, whither the body had been re- 
moved, As the prisoner passed through the 
crowd he kept his eyes riveted upen the 
ground, not raising them once to look his 
fellow-wan in the face. Many persons in the 
crowd not only recognized the prisoner as the 
man described, but recognized him as the son- 
in-law of a prominent citizen of Gwinnett 
county. Then it quickly became known that 
the prisoner had been a school teacher inGwin- 
nett county fora number of years, and had 
married a Miss Nash. 

THE PRISONER LOOKS UPON THE DEAD MAN. 

Liiviere was led to the hall and upto the 
cooling boards upon which the dead body was 
lying. The hali was crowded with people, 
and as the prisoner reached the dead man's 
side everybody pressed closely upto see the

Dr. Summey and Dr. Hamilton described 
the wounds. J. D. Kimbrell identified the 
dead man and the live man a’ the two who 
were seen together in Clarkston yesterday, 
and recounted their actions, and W. R. Doby 
substantiated the fstory. The inquegy. was 
then adjourned until three o’clock in thé Sfter- 
noon to await the arrival of Solicitor Chandler. 

THE PRISONER REFUSES TO TALK. 

Riviere, accompanied by his attorney, was 
before the inquest when it reopened. Judge 
Gleaton stated that his client was under arrest, 
and that he had advised him to answer any 
questions. ‘The prisoner adhered to his attor- 
ney’s advice, and when placed upon the stand 
would not open his mouth. Messrs. 
Kimbrell and Doby were then recalled and 
identified the prisoner as the man who was 
with the dead man in Clarkston yesterday. 
Mr. McCord identified him as the man he had 
seen during the morning, and created some- 


| thing of a sensation by saying: 


“*When I saw him after he was arrested he 
had a spot of blood on his nose between his 
eyes. 

Marshal Austin detailed the arrest -and 
identified the men as the two whom he had 
spotted in Conyers. Said the marshal: 

“When he was arrested this mornin 
he had this-pistol. One barrel locked like it 
had been discharged and there was a cartridge 
in that chamber with grease on it. He had 
one hundred and seventy-seven dollars, seven- 
teen five dollar bills, one fifty-dollar bill, one 
twenty-dollar bill, two ten-dollar biils, one 
one-dollar bill and one dollar in silver and 
these papers,” 

The marshal then surrendered the effects. 

BLOOD IS FOUND. 

Dr. Hamilton and Dr. Summey were re- 
called again, Dr. Hamilton stated that death 
had been caused by the bullet and that the 
other wounds had probably been made with 
the bar of stcel. 

Dr. Summey made the same statement, and 
in response tow gustion produced the bullet 
oe had been cut from the dead man’s 
aead, 

As the bullet was tossed upon the table tho 
prisoner began to tremble. ' 

The bullet was terribly battered, but experts 
said it was the same as those in the pistol. 

The coroner handed Dr. Summey the steel 
tool, asking: 

‘Doctor, could that have made the other 
wounds?” 


“It made the wound under the right eye, 


the one on the nose, and the one on the fore- 
head, I have fitted it intothe gashes. The 
wound on the head was probably made bya 
lick by this, and the bruise upon the 
arm with this in an attempt to 
ward off the blow. The bullet, how 
even caused the death.” 
BLOOD ON HIS CLOTHES. 

While the doctor was upon the stand I found 
an unusual stain upon the prisoner’s silk hat, 
and handing it to the doctor asked him what it 
was. The doctor examined it carefully for a 
moment and then said: 

‘it is blood.’”’ 

This statement created a profound sensation, 
and every eye was turned upon the prisoner. 

He was pale and trembling. 

The solicitor then instructed the jury to take 
the man to a room and tv examine his clothes 
carefully. On his breeches was found two or 
three spots of bloods. On the back of his coat 
three or four spots were found and upon the 
right sleeve an indistinct line could be traced 
from the shoulder to the wrist. 

This line the physicians said was blood. 

The prisoner wore a clean shirt, upon which 
there were no stains, but it is generally be- 
lieved that if his satchel can be found a bloody 
shirt will be found in or near it. During the 
investigation the prisoner was considerably 
disturbed and extremely nervous. His attor- 
ney was bitterly opposed to the presence of any 
one during the examimation except the mem- 
bers of the jury. 

A TALK WITH THE PRISONER. 
Riviere’s attorney instructed him to sa 
nothing. However, the augur was applied, 

and in response to a question, he said: 

‘T was born in Wilkes county, but have 
been living ing¢winnett several years. Yes, I 
am a married man, but have nochildren. 1 
have been married about three years.” 

‘Where is your wife?” 

“In Augusta. I went to Augusta. last fall 
to attend medical lectures, and took one course 


except two or three days.” 


‘When were you in Atlanta last?” 
The prisoner declined to answer. 
‘*‘Do you know that dead man ?”’ 
Silence was the only answetz. 
‘What is- his pame?”’ 

‘Suppose I would tell you that I don’t know 
his name.”’ 

“Do you know his name ?’’ 

“My attorney has told me not totalk, and I 
expect to obey him.’’ 

‘Were you in Clarkston yesterday ?”’ 

“T cannot auswer your quostions. I cannot 
talk.”’ 

Reviere, the prisoner, is nearly six feet tall. 
He is a blonde, and rather good looking. 
It is understood that he left Augusta 
and went to Atlanta were he wasin_ business. 
Among his papers werc a Gate City bank 
pass book anda letter from Joshua Burtz, 
the employment agency man. 

HE IS TAKEN TO DECATUR. 

The coroner’s jury decided that further 
testimony was necessary and adjourned to 
meet tomorrow morning at nine o’clock. The 
solicitor then instructed the sheriff to carry 
the prisoner to Decatur. This was done for 
safety, because the miners at this place felt 
considerbly outraged and there are many rea- 
sons to believe that the prisoner wouldjgnot 
have been safe here, 

There are several theories as to the murder. 
One is that the missing satchel] contained bur- 
glars’ toolsand the men were bent upon mis- 
It is believed that they had been 
logating work and were in this place to carry 
some ofitout. Before getting te work they 
probably fellout and the quarrel resulted in 
the murder. Another is that the men were 
detected in their work and possibly the death 
shot was fired by some one who is not known, 
and that Riviere’s ilight was due to his nefa- 
rious work, 

That the two men were on friendly terms 
there can be no doubt. Inthe dead man’s 
pocket was found a half sheet of note paper, 
on which was written: . 
Avcusta, Ga., April 1, 1889.—Emeryv & Co,—Gents. 

There was nothing more on the sheet. 

In the live man’s pecket there was a sheet 
of paper just like the one inthe dead man’s 
pocket and in the same handwriting was: 

Avaeusta, Ga. April 1, ’82.—Emory & Co, Gents: 
This is toask for particulars as per your advertises 
ment in ATLANTA CONSTITUTION. 

Should I engage with you, I shall want to devote 
my whole time to the business, 

Can furnish good references.

| HENRY JOHNSON KILLED. 


A WATCHMAN ON THE W. AND A. IS 
KILLED BY A G. P. TRAIN. 


He Lives About Five Hours and Dies at His Home 
on Magnolia Street—He Has Been a Railroad 
Man for Many Years, and Was at One Time on 
the Atlanta Police Force. 


Henry Johnson, the well-known Western 
and Atlantic yard watchman, was fatally in- 
jured yesterday afternoon by a Georgia Pacific 
car. 

He died at his home a few minutes alter 8 
o'clock last night. 

Mr. Johnson has been a railroad man for 
many years, and was for two years. a member 
of the Atlanta police force. 

The facts in tha case; as stated by an eye- 
witness, are as follows: 

About 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon John- 
son was standing just in the rear of astationary 
freight car on the Georgia Pacific track, near 
he Emma street crossing. 

A Georgia Pacific engine was switching 
ears, going past Johnson on the track next to 
theone on which he was standing. The en 
gine, after passing Johnson, was switched off 
tothe track on which the unfortunate man 
was standing. Itcame down the track to- 
wards Johnson, picking up a freight car on 
the way. When the moving car was forty or 
fifty feet from Johnson it was uncoupled from 
the engitie. The car kept rolling until it 
struck the car against which Johnson was 
standing. 

The watchman was knocked down, and be- 
fore he could get entirely off the track the rear 
trucks had rolled over both feet. The left foot 
was cut off almost entirely, and the toes and a 
cousiderable portion of the right foot. 

The wounded man was picked up and car- 
ried at once to his home, 105 Magnolia street. 
Dr. G. G. Roy and Dr. J. M. Gaston dressed 
the wounds and waited with Johnsou until he 
died, about five hours afterward. 

It is believed that death was the result of 
internal injuries, as several ribs were either 
broken or detached from the spine. 

Mr. Johnson was forty-one years of age, and 
has been in Atlanta all his life. He has been 
arailroad man for years, and about eight 
years ago ago was on the police force. After- 
wards he drovethe dog wagon, and for the 
last three years has heen, most of the time, at 
least, watchman in the Westegn and Atlantic 
yard. »

A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Mr. W. H. Beaumont Sues Mr. Tom Cobb

Just as he was 
ready to come out of the room he was met by 
Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson, whoadvanced on him 
in a very threatening manner, struck him with 
his fist, knocked him down and otherwise mal- 
treated him. He says that when he tried to 
get out of the room Mr. Jackson struck him 
and knocked him down stairs, bruising his 
face, legs and arms. 

For these indignities and injuries the plain- 
tiff asks damages as above stated. 

MR. JACKSON’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Jackson was seen, and said: 

“The case is pretty much as he stated it.” 

“What was the origin of the difliculty ?’”’ 

‘Well, he came into our lot and thrashed 
one of our horses with a carriage whip, and 
when one of the boys asked him to desist he 
paid no heed to it,’”’ 

“So you got even with him?” 

“I had been looking around for him several 
days and had talked pretty rough to his broth- 
er, by mistake—two of them you know, both 
down-easters—and when I met him there in 
the office I demanded an apology.’’ 

‘‘And he would not give one ?’’ 

“Tle refused to sign one that I had written 
out, and I told him that unless he did I would 
thrash him. He replied that if he had to be 
thrashed into it he would not make it. Then 
I knocked him down two or three times, and 
as he reached the landing he faced about and 
I took him under the jaw.” 

‘He hit the stairs ?”’ 

“No, he did not touch the stairs, but he 
landed at the foot of the steps in a twinkling.” 
‘You feel justified in the act?”’ 

‘Yes, most certainly. He refused the sat- 
isfaction demanded and accenied the conse- 
quences.”’
